I. Claims 1-9 and 18-24, drawn to a method of modulating the immune 
response of a mammal, classified in Class 424, subclass 184.1 -h . 

II. Claims 10-17, drawn to a composition comprising an antigen and an 
FcRN binding partner, classified in Class 530, subclass 387.3. 

2. Inventions I and II and Inventions II and III are related as product and 
method of use.
